Linda wqs interviewed on July 20 and 
Jody, hay roonaste, 00 July 21. fee oontac# had boon initiated by Linda 
following a talk given on the aaaaeeination l*r aysalf during whieh Z had 
m e nt ioned Bagell. Linda etated that she had thought that the whole thing 
waa nonaanra until I Mentioned Bagell. fee la mil known to Maine Johnson 
who has been woxking on the oam for aone tiae new and them is a* reason 
to question the honesty of either girl, fee girls gam alneet identioel 
account* of the incident. 

on the evening of February 20, 1968, Linda and Jody were in the din. 
lag row of the EL Banna* Betel in feeds* City, having recently arrived 
in feodo* as tourists, they worn pondering aver the asm when a young 
nan at the next table struck up a conversation by advising them about 
what food to avoid and reoc—adlng certain oheioos on the mum • B* 
ordered then wins for dinner and they deoided to invite bln to Join 
then wMoh he did inaediately. 


fee girls gam identioal descriptions of the nan. Be appeared to 
be in hia late 20 *s or early 30»o and Judy r a n where bin giving hie ago 
as 26. Be was about 6 ft. toll. 1 is hair was sandy odor or light brown 
and was out quite short, although net a ersw out. It was parted on the 
left and well groaned. Be me of average build, doe looking, and did 
not woo r glasses. Bio features were unremarkable and to was very wall 
dressed, polite, and well aannered. 

fee nan introduced Massif as Tines but later said that to* tod 
rany alaises and that Vinos was not Ms real nans. Be eventually told 
than that Ms real nans was X. Carl HoBabb. Bo told the girls that to 
tod no fadly and Judy thinks that to alee told than that to was raised 
in an orphanage.

fee nan said that to lived in Florida and H4t thought tbit to 
specified Mart er Fain Beaoh. Bo olrtmed to to in business with another 
m» which involved tolling used aimraft. Mwt Of the tolling is done in 
South Aaerica but it seunded as though they did som tolling in the 0,3. 
(i.o« Texas aooording to Judy)* Be said that to was about to to deported 
end lose bis rttixenahip end suggested that it was because of his travel* 
and business dealings. Bo motioned selling aircraft «to 00m of these 
omll oountrieototto g om me ent didn’t like it*" Be M«nsd a little 
upset about the prospect of losing his eitiseaship and said that to would 
to able to erne took and visit but oculd not stay. A eeuple of tinea 
in Ms «oRmr*ation to referred to the 8.8* as *y*ur c o unt r y * ’ whi ch 
annoyed both girls. 

During ths 2 to 3 hour conversation that followed they discussed 
* amber of topics. One was travel. Be appeared to to well travelled 
and nentioned plaoes in lumps, Africa, and South Aasriea. Linda got the 
inpresslen that to know Africa well and nay ham lived them. Judy m- 
atotomd Spain as having eons up because to told her privately that to 
knew someone who tod a villa in Spain and invited tor to spend a weak 
them* 



Ha mentioned taking planes to Europe to sail later In the conversation. 


At one point they spoke about poetry. The attached photorUtio 
qo & la of a portion of an SL Romano Hotel envelope on which ha wrote 
hia name and also 4 Unas of poetry. They are supposedly the last 4 
lines Of a lengthy pom which was written by a friend of his who allegedly 
died in a plana crash. Beth girls thought that he told then wore about 
the friend but couldn’t remember any more. 

Although the girls eanH r swash er exaatly how, tiny gat an the subject 
Of the Kennedy a s sa ssinat ion . Be gave the impression that he thought that 
It was a deplorable act and that 0 % was a great nan. Ba questioned the 
Marren Report tad aald that Sarrisoa was on the right track. Ba gave the 
girla the impression that he had had some dealings with (Jerri sen. Be 
told then that when they retamed hone they should got a February 5th 
Bewsweek and cm the back page they would aee the naae of the nan who 
financed the assassination* Be said he wouldn’t tell then the name but 
said that they should look it up and rew sc fcur it and that when tbs real 
truth were revealed that this would ba the nan* (Betel that pags mentions 
the wealthy fsxan Fusion MbLendon.) 

By this time both girls had decided that the guy was a big talker 
trying to impress two young nddwe stern girls* Linda asked him why they 
should believe him and how he happened to know all this. Be said that 
he had worked for the Q*XJU at one time* 


Sometime earlier in the conversation he had mentioned being at the 
Bosnian Btdbaesy that day. When they began discussing the G.I.A. be pre- 
Seeded to tell then about a nan named Bagell who bad been a double agent 
for Bosnia and the 3.8* She girls oouidnH remember most of what he had 
told them about Bagell, but upon reading the January 1968 Baaparta article 
(only the portion dealing with Bagell) they said that this was essentially 
the story he had given than although they oould not vouch far any apeelfio 
detail. As they remmgfcered It before being shown the Ramparts, he said 
that Bagell was in a mental institution in Illinois, Ba said Bagell was 
very depressed and wasvesy insistent about the girls wilting Una 
friendly little letter. He wrote down Bagell* s address on the attached 
paper. (It is important to note that the Bamparts article sal d that Bagell 
waa in Leavenworth, not Springfield,) Be mentioned that his visit to the 
ftissian Mbassy had semathlag to do with Bagell. Both girla were left 
with the impression that be had seen or talked with Bagell recently. 

Ihsy were supposed to mention him by the name Carl in the letter to 
Bagell and to explain how they had learned of him* He a cemented that 
the Russian Safcasgy is aoross from the American Embassy and that the 
American Baba say aits ami watches the Jtosaian Ihbasay constantly. They 
found this Interesting because they later noticed that in a general in- 
formation book about Mexico City, various embassies were mentioned, 
but there wasn’t any mention of a Russian BUbasay,

though Linda kept a diary while on vacation, aha barely mentioned tho 
incident in bar diary because thoy von both ao skeptical, aba and bar

At Mam tint in tho oenversati— tho aon nsntioned having a roomate 
in Florida who ia a dootor and who —ekes pat* This load te a discussion 
«n drags and wads tho gUOs wonder weather Vince wu a pusher or addict 
af ages sort* Bo did not appoar to bo a drinker and had nano of tho vino 
ho had ordered than tar dinnor although thoy drank a lot of ooffoo. Judy 
rowonbors only 1 aftor dinnor drinks hot Undo sooois to reasotoar more, 

tho non told tho girls that ho was leaving tho next day and Linda 
thinks that ha amid ha was going to Coluobia while Judy thinks that it 
waa sons — a ll iouth or 0 antral American Gauntry, Thoy told Mn that thsy 
woro leaving for Aloapoloo on Sunday (25th) and they told Mn woro thoy 
«0«3d bo storing* So said that ho would meet then in ALscpdloo on Bbuday 
(26th) and taka than for a piano ride* Judy rims where it ao almost a def- 
inite date with Mn oaylng that ho would have than paged at tho hotel beach 
if they weren't in tho hotel, thoy both appeared to bo glad that tiny never 
saw tho guy again. 

Boar tho end of tho evening Linda wont bank to thoir roan and Judy 
stayed to talk to tho guy f or about 1$ admit* a wore. It was than that 
ho wantienad that Ma real nans wasn't Vince and wrote B, Carl Holabb 
cm tho envelope on whlah ho had written tho 4 linos of poetry earlier. 

Judy does not ron o wbo r anything in particular which ho talked about during 
thlo tine although it la very likely that it waa than that ho suggested 
that she might fly to Spain with Mm f or a week at Ma friend's villa. 


Botsos It would bo useful to dotandne if tho prisoner number IftBabb 
gave for Hagoll waa oorroot. It la interesting that he know 
that Bagoll waa in Springfield, While It la poaalble that having tho 
girls write to Bagoll and Kantian the meeting night have aoae significant** 
in tows of *MMabb» o ow m nrrt d a t ing something to Bagoll, this appears to 
be the nuoh used G1A stunt of planting the earn info in mazy spots so that 
whan it surfaces it apoeara to lend consensual validation te a ataxy.

Xh« a* notoa were mad* fallowing a. surprise visit with David Enema® 

•t his apartment at 3500 Swoon Av*. Co, in Htansapolis, Elaine Johnson, 
a oo-workar, mi present at all times, and mast of the remarks on Eromaa*s 
r eacti o ns flcme from her observations since ay vision was seriously impaired 
by injuries reoeived earlier in the month* Oates July 22, 1968 


Paring an hour or so of casual talk I inserted a number of questions 
dealing with HShabb. Mention of the tmm JfaJUbb brought s slight reaction 
from Kroman and be immediately admitted knowing him. He made tuny efforts 
to determine ay source of info but I did not, of oourae, reveal it* X 
convinced him that ay info was vary sparse and that X had no idea what 
HeBsbb looked like* When X suddenly asked him for NoHabb*s height, he 
said that he was smaller than no— 5*9*’ at the very most* Almost imediateOy 
he realised that he had made a slip in giving me a description since he 
flould not be sure that X didn't really know what HoHabb's description 
was* Answers to all other questions were vague* For example, when I 
asked for hair color he described it as non-deooript — neither light 
nor dark* Be said that MoHabb oould look young or old and that duo to 
use of contact* his eye odor oould vaiy* Both Elaine and myself de- 
tected marked defensiveness on Erooum* 3 part which was a marked change 
from hie earlier admission of knowing MoHabb. Be then volunteered that 
Helabb always stays at the Del Prado Hotel whan in Mexico City and in- 
dicated that he had had contacts with him for a second time, X said 
that my info Indicated that MoHabb was a friend of Bagell** but Kronen 
eophaaised that he was not* When | casually mentioned that MoHabb 
knew that Bagell was a dabble agent he had a tremendous startle reaction 
to the words "double agent*" (Blaine said that it was very marked and 
that ho stared at ns sharply* Du* to ay eyesight X noticed nothing*) 

During the conversation XToatan emphasised that any dealings with 
JfsBabb would be very dangerous* Be again, as in ny other contacts with 
him, em ph asized that it was toe late to solve the flase and that it wasn't 
worth var risks. He then mad* what appeared to be a subtle threat fcy 
suggesting that "the other side" might take advantage of ry condition 
and damage ny good eye* Be mentioned that one of his oo-workers, Dolores 
Selaberger, vac completely blind duo to Injuries reoeived while working 
on the oaee. Kroman'a manner was unusually twee from the time he gave 
MoHabb *s height until we left* 

telephone call received evening ef July 22* 1963 from Kronen! 

Although he would appear to have had no way of knowing where X was 
staying. Kronen surprised me with a telephone sail the same night* X was 
staying with friends of mine who were not previously known to Kronen and 
having already spoken to him, X had not expeoted to hear from him again* 



Kroman Mid that ha had not h«an able to talk freely earlier in tha day dua 
to KLaina's presence, X rapliad that X would never bring anyone with m 
who ku not completely trustworthy and that ha should know that. Ea than 
•aid that ha thought that aha was undar psyohlatrlo oara or something Ilka 
that, X aakad him what gave him that idea and than ha Mid, "Oh, X guess 
that wa s your old girlfrlasd, tha blond, who waa in therapy*" (Not* I Kronan 
had never mat ny old girlfriend who is blond and who was in therapy nor did 
I avar discuss har with him* Sran if I had I would not hava had eaoaslOB 
to mention aithar har hair color ar tha therapy. Reedless to say, his exouse 
wasn't too convincing.) 

Ha apolgizad for trying to aoara na aarliar and Mid that tha reason 
wa* that ha thought that X was gatting nyaelf into a dangarous araa of tha 
oasa* Ba than said that He’a never haard of a MaNabb and that ha was con- 
fusing it with a Jos MoSair ar Joe MsCabe who is a vary dangarous character. 
Vagall was never mentioned nor wa# any explanation far his *adetake“ with 
•11 of his talk about HoBabb given. Ha said that Mohair was 5*9*, 175 lb*, 
brown hair with rsoaading hairlina, from Brooklyn, and that ha had worked 
as a bellboy in tha Hilton Hot-1 in Hsocioo City in 1966, Ha has also baan 
a TWA a toward and worked at tha Riviera in Las Vegas In 1965. Ha than 
•aid that ha was 36 yrs old and that ha had protruding ayes lika Xrotoan's, 

In tha early 60's ha workad for Rational Ufa Insurance in St* Louis and 
Hax Lubin, of tha syndioato, was his boss* Lubin, who is out of St. Louis, 
is ons of tha big 10 of Gosa Rostra. Tha syndioata boys war* caught whan 
tha FBI usad tha Handsrson Royalty Company as a front and buggad tha hotal. 

X adsaad soma da tails sines ha rattlad than off vary fast and in a vary 
confidant maimer, Ba mentioned that ba would ba in Cleveland at 333-2833 
(bis horns) from tha 12th to tha 2tth of August Mould 1 naad any bslp* 

Ha suggaatad that Elaine Johnson should look in on Dolores Salaberger, 
his blind oo-vork«r, who would ba staying in his apartment for much of 
tha time X would ba away. 

Whan X return to l&maapalis X will gat a full report on EL&ina's 
oontaota with Dolores. JOaine, who is quit* familiar with blind paepla 
and thair behavior, is oonvinoed after tha first masting that Dolores 
is not blind. Although Dolores has contacted me by phone and called in 
whan X have been on the radio, X hava never mat har. 


Motes 1 X faal certain that Kronen aithar Knows MoJtebb or knows of Mm 
and that ho gavo ns an ineorreot height for him in an effort to 
deceive me* This contact with Kronan has strengthened isy feeling that 
ha is Company and that tha JUgell story is not to ba trusted. RageTL's 
wife and children are among tha missing, and although Kroman insists 
that they are "safe" in Japan, he has no reply whan it is pointed out 
that no Mara in tha world is anyona safe from the Company* I suspect 
that Msfiabb,or whatever his name is, la also eonpaty and is engaged in 
p la nt i n g falsa info in the same manner am Kroman*
